) ANTI-OPTION BILL 
Reported Back to the Senate with a State- 


ment from the Committee. 


Washington, July 7.—In the senate today, 
Mr. Platt, from the judiciary committce re- 
ported back the anti-option bill with the state-

{ ment that the committee had been unable to 


agree upon a report, two members of the com- 
mittee having been absent and unable to at- 
tend its meetings. They believed that the 
dealing in agricultural products by persons 
who dil not have the ownership of them was 
& great evil and injury which ought to be

able to. agree either upon the house bill or any 
other bill. Believing, however, that the mat- 
ter Ought not to be longer delayed in the com- 
mittee, he reported the bill back without any 
rcommendation except that it be placed on the 
calendar for early consideration. 

Minority reports were made by Mr. George

All were ordered printed, and Mr. Wash- 
burne gave notice that he would address the 
senate on the subject next Monday and would 
call up the bill for action at an early day.

@ sundry ¢ appropriatio 
disposed 7 about half of iL ee 
len, after a short executive 
senate, at 5:15 o’clock, adjourned. ere 
Why the Report Was Made. 


After struggling with the house anti-option 
bill for weeks the senate udiciary anaes 
tee this morning finding itself as ‘far from an 
figreement as when it began the considera- 
tion of the bill, decided to transfer the whole 
subject to the senate and therefore directed 
the bill to be reported without any recom- 
mendation. Two members of the committee 
were absent, Chairman Hoar and Senator Wiil- 
#on of Iowa. and it did not seem possible to 
get a majority of the remaining members to 
agree on any proposition. It might have been 
different at an earlier stage in ‘the session 
with more time for deliberation, but in view 
of the fact that the committee was practically 
pledged in advance to report speedily upon 
the bill efforts to find common ground had 
to be abandoned. One fact that is clear is 
that a majority of the committee is unfavor- 
able to the pending bill. An adverse report 
could not be secured, however, for the rea- 
son that some of the senators who opposed 
the bill are of the opinion that it would be 
regarded as an expression of the disposition 
of the committee to do nothing at all in the 
matter, whereas, they are firmly convinced 
that» sone. legislation to prevent sp ion 
in pee puedeete is necessary and t a- bill 
can be wn that will effect this object and 
still be free the charge of unconstitu- 
tionality and injustice to worthy. people.

DEMANDING AN INQUIRY. 


The Senate on the Action of the Pinkertons 
at Homestead. 


Washington, July 7.—In the senate, after 
the routine morning business, two resolu- 
tions offered yesterday. by Messrs. Gallin- 
ger and Peffer, as to the labor conflict at 
Homestead, Pa., were laid before the 
senate. In the debate which followed, a 
speech by Mr. Palmer was remarkable for 
the advanced position taken by the Illinois 
senator in maintaining the right of factory 
and .railroad employes to continuous em- 
ployment at reasonably fair rates of com- 
pensation. 

_ Mr. Voorhees’s speech, on the same sub- 
ject, was made up principally of an attack 
on the republican party and its policy of 
high protection, to which he ascribed the 
crop of labor riots all over the country. 

Le was replied to by Mr. Hale, who 
criticised him for converting such a grave 
matter as the Homestead conflict into a 
question of partisan politics, defended the 
republican party from all responsibility for 
that conflict, and assumed for that party 
and its policy of protection the credit of 
building up such great industrial establish- 
ments as those at Homestead and Bethle- 
hem, Pa. 

The tesolutions were referred to the comr 
mittee on contingent expenses, and are 
sure to be regersed back for action, and, 
perhaps, for further debate tomorrow. 

Several amendments were also referred— 
one suggested by Mr. Allison, to make the 
special committee consist of seven senators: 
one by Mr. co, as to whether the use of 
a private armed force is not in violation 
of the constitution; ¥ Mr. Quay, to 
broaden the scope of investigation a ex- 
tending it to other states, and by Mr. 
Chandler, as to the merits of the original 


controversy.

THE WORKMEN PATROL THE GROUNDS, 


Déermined That the Pinkertons 
Shall Keep Away. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH CHAIRMAN FRICK. 


HeGives a History of the Trouble at the 
Mill—Anarchists Driven Off by 
the Workmen. 


Eomestead, Pa., July 7—Homestead is 
stringely silent this morning. It is. the 
quet of sober afterthought. The leaders 
are considering what will be the next step. 
The men are bathing their wounds or mak- 
ing preparations to bury their dead. Ex- 
cept for the large crowds of sightseers the 
town would be more than normally still. 
The leaders of the men propose at once to 
hate the fence on the Carnegie property 
rebuilt, and also to repair all other damage 
caused by yesterday’s riot. This will be 
done so as to prevent any suits for damages 
from the company. The old guards were 
secured by the men and placed on duty to 
again look after the company’s interest. 

There is much surprise here over the re- 
ported release by the sheriff of the Pink- 
erton guards. When the men agreed not to 
kill the guards it was with the understand- 
ing that the guards should be placed in 
jail until the informations for murder could 
be sworn out against them. The report of 
their release excited much angry discussion 
at first, byt this was quieted when it was 
remembered that if the men -appeared as 
witnesses they would themselves be liable 
to prosecution for riot. Several of the 
leaders expressed relief over the release, 
and it is believed no legal complications 
will arise. 

Repairing the Damage Done. 

The call of the sheriff for a possé was 
received here with good-natured derision. 
The men are confident that the sympathy 
of the citizens is evidently so much with 
them that no good men would volunteer. 
They declare. that had the guards not 
come here there would have: been no vic 
lence. As an evidence of their sincerity a 
committee of three went through the works 
at an early hour tis morning, coiled up 
ropes and hose and took down all the bar- 
ricades, and removed so far as possible all 
evidences of the conflict. The mill yard 
was absolutely deserted when the Asso- 
ciated Press representative visited it. A 
few flattened bullets, a smouldering post 
on the river bank and a barrow half full 
of bolts and broken pig iron, to have been 
used in the cannon, were the only vestiges 


on fire, were shoved from the river banks 
and the charred hulks floated down the 
river, pursued only by camera fiends. The 
men are confident of their power, and 
while they are determined to preserve the 
peace, locally, they will brook no outside 
interference. They look upon the dead as 
& covenant obliging them to hold the 
Homestead mill for Homestead workmen. 
The Vanquished in Pittsburg. 

The Pirherton detectives from Home- 
stead ari‘ved in this city at 2:40 « clock 
this morning. Twenty-seven of their nvm- 
ber were wounded ard were sent to the 
West Pennsylvania hespital. They, one 
and all, refused to make any statement or 
to be interviewed. The course of Governor 
Pattison in declining to order the national 
guard to Homestead until Sheriff Me- 
Cleary had exhausted all the means in his 
power to preserve order, Is generally com- 
inended. | 

The prevailing opinion here is that bad 
the militia appeared on the scene the blood- 
shed would have been much greater. The 
advent of the armed and uniformed men of 
the state troops te guard the Carnegie 
works and to act as protectors of non-nnion 
men would have excited the strikers to all 
possible resistance. These men at Home- 
stead are so well organized, are under such 
perfect control, and are so great in num- 
bers that a conflict between them and the 
militia might be long and would certainly 
be a bloody one. Under these circum- 
stances the governor’s careful survey of 
the state of affairs and his conservative 
action call for unqualifiel approval from all 
sides, 

The Killed and Injured. 
The list of killed and injured is at last 
complete. Four were killed outright by 
the Piukerton bullets and two others died 
in the evening. Eleven were badly in- 
jured, six of whom may die, ‘Twenty-five 
others were slightly injured. ‘Three Pink- 
ertons were killed. 
Reinforcements Too Lata 
Five carloads of Pinkertons, who came 
to Pittsburg during the night, were sent to 
New York by a special train on the Penn- 
sylvania railroad this morning. 
Will Be Prosecuted. 
A visit to the union station revealed the 
fact that the Pinkerton detectives who ar- 
rived in this city at 2:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing will not be taken from the city, but will 
be held. at the Pennsylvania yards uoder a 
strong guard until daylight, when they 
be removed to the county jail to await trial 
for murder.

Pittsburg, July 7.-Andrew Carnegie is 
in Scotland. The Carmegie Steel Company, 
limited, has given out the following state 
ment: ~ 

“Our Homestead steel er were, . 
July 1st, taken poss@ssion of by a mob, 
which was immedia thereafter organized 
by local representatives of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron and Steel Workers, 
and all our §, millmen, and fore 
men and superintendénts of departments 
were forcibly denied atlmission thereto. We 
were also notified by a self-styled advisory 
committee that no fires would be permitted 
at the works, lest the men become ex- 
cited to further unlawful acts. This con- 
tinned until ‘Tuesday, when we called upon 
the sheriff of Allegheny county for protec- 
tion and assistance in regaining possession 
of our property. 

“The sheriff went to Homestead, and, 
on his return, sent deputies to the works, 
and posted a proclamation, ordering the 
men to disperse. His deputies were routed, 
and his proclamations torn down. The 
sheriff then, through his chief deputy, at- 
tempted to take 300 of our workmen, who 
were sent to the works, by a boat last 
night. These men were met more than a 
mile below the works by an armed mob of 
amalgamated men, who followed along 
the river banks and fired rifles and revolvers 
at the boats. This shooting was continued 
for twenty-five minutes before one shot was 
returned from the boats, which was not 
until the boats were tied up at our landing. 

“On the arrival of boats, a mob tore 
down a large portion of the fence about 
the works, and fortified the bluff about the 
landing, keeping up a continuous fire and 
wounding three of our watchmen. Then, 
and not until then, was the fire returned 
resulting, we are adviged, in some loss of 
life. The mob was so large as to prevent 
the landing of the guards, who were at 
this time on the boats awaiting orders 
from the authorities. : 

“We are not taking any dctive part in the 
matter at present, as Wwe cannot interfere 
with the sheriff in the discharge of his 
duties, and are now awaiting his further

PEACE AT HOMESTEAD,

Brutality tothe Prisoners. 


The darkest story of the whole affair is 
that of the running of the gauntlet after the 
surrender and the brutality icted upon the 
defenseless Pinkertons. An inquiry among 
witnesses shows that the reports of it were 
not exaggerated, and all that the men can say 
cannot expatiate it. The women were the 
most violent after the surrender and it was 
due largely to their acts and their goading of 
the men that the leaders were unable to re- 
strain the mob. 

ales innumerable are told of scenes along 
the line of the gauntlet. The Madame Du- 
farge of the movement was a woman who 
stood near headquarters and outdid all the 
men. That intelligent and conservative men 
realize that the mobbing of defenseless men 
cannot but injure their cause, is shown b 
their sensitiveness to publications of this su 
ject. While peace reigns today it is an 
armed geet truce forced by the fact that 
there is nobody to fight, rather than a perma- 
nent cessation of hostilities. No reasonable 
man here doubts for a moment, that fighting 
would be resumed at once if another attempt 
was made to introduce Pinkerton men in the 
town. Homestead so far as the introduction 
of these men goes, is in a state of siege. The 
town is picketed and no man can enter with- 
out his presence being noted. A cordon of

Frick, on Homestead avenue, East Enid, 
was guarded throughout by two private 
detectives, detailed for the purpose. Two 
others are now keeping a personal guard 
over Frick during the day. 


CHAIRMAN FRICK’S STORY. 


He Explains the Difference Between the 
Men and the Company. 

Pittsburg, July 7.—H. C. Frick, ehair- 
man ef the Carnegie Steel Company, this 
evening was interviewed as follows by 
George M. MeCarn, correspondent of The 
Philadelphia Press: 

“What was the basis of the differences 
existing at present between the Carnegie 
company and their men, Mr, Frick? 

‘There were three points upon which we 
differ. The western workmen in the Amal- 
gainated Association work under what is 
knewn as a sliding scale. As the price of 
steel advances, the earnings of the men ad- 
vance; as the prices fall, their earnings de- 
crease in proportion. While there is no 
limit to the advance of the earnings of the 
scale, there is a point at which the decline 
stops. It is known as the minimum, and 
the figure heretofore has been $25 per ton 
for 4x4 Bessemer billets. We believe that 
if earnings based on the selling price of 
steel can advance without limit, the work- 
men should be willing to follow the sellin 
price down to a reasonable minimum, an 
so this figure was finally fixed by the Car- 
negie company at the rate of $23 instead 
of $25. The reason for asking this upon 
our part was that the Carnegie company 
has spent large sums of money in the intro- 
duction of new machinery in its Homestead 
plant, by means of which the workmen 
were enabled to increase the daily output, 
thereby increasing the amount of their own 
earnings. We ned originally asked a re- 
duction to $22, but subsequently agreed to 
compromise the rate at $23. 

The Amalgamated Association was unwil)- 
ing to consider a reduction below $24 on 
steel billets, notwithstanding the fact that 
improved machine would enable eir 
members, even at $23, to earn more tan 
is paid in other amalgamated mills. This 
was the first point at issue. 

‘Under the present amalgamated system, 
the date of the expiration of the scale is 
June 10th annually. We asked that this 
date be changed to Sodeasban 21st, the same 
as at the SOM POON. The reason was that 
= as e@ wou a ermit us to take y es- 

mate Of wages that we must pay durin 

the year beginning on January ~- oR 
we would be enabled to make contracts for 
the year accordingly. This point the Amal- 
gamated ation refused to accede. to 
and demanded the old date. 
- “The ‘proposition was the reductions 
in tonnage rates in those departnients in the 
mills where’the improvements I have spoken 
of have hee@ rs e aml which enables the 
workmento increase the output and conse 
quently their earnings.” ere no such im- 
provements had been made there was no re- 
quest upon our part for a reduction in ton- 
nage rates. In other words, we asked no 
reduction in any department at which the 
output had not been greatly increased by 
reason of our expensive improvements since 
the scale of 1889 went into effect. e are 
prepared to show that in nearly every de 
partment under our proposed reduction in 
tonnage rates skilled workmen would make 
more money than they did when the scale 
of 1889 went into effect. 

“As a rule, men who are making the larg- 
est wages in the Homestead mill were the 
ones who most bitterly denounced the pro- 
posed revision of the scale, for out of 3,800 
men employed in every department, only 
825 were directly affected by this reduc- 
tion. Finding that it was impossible to 
arrive at any agreement with the amalga- 
mated officials, we decided to ¢lose our 
works at Homestead.”’ 


About the Pinkertons. 


“Why did the Carnegie company call 
upon the Pinkertons for watchmen to pro- 
tect their property?’ 

“We did not see how else we could have 
protection. We only wanted them for 
watebmen to protect our property and 
workmen that we would take to Home 
stead. We have had applications from 
many men to go there to work if they were 
not interfered with.” 

“Did you doubt the ability of the sheriff 
to enforce order at Homestead and pro- 
tect your property?”

The Governor Watching Affairs. 

Governor Pattison has had no less than half 
a dozen telegrams from Homestead today, and 
while keeping a close watch on the labor war, 
he has no intention at present of calling out 
the militia.. Tonight he is at the executive 
mansion and talking with several newspaper 
men repeated that McCleary — had made 
no proper effort to maintain the peace by 
civil process and until he has done so no ald 
will be extended by the state authorities. He 
does not think much of the way that the 
sheriff had gone about summoning deputies. 
The citizens of Allegheny county, he said, 
knew that Sheriff McCleary had not exhausted 
his powers. 

The governor {s in receipt of a telegram 
from the burgess of Homestead nofifying 
him that troops will not be needed and that 
everything is quiet. He adds thaf he will ac- 
company a committee of citizens to Harris- 
burg tomorrow to present the situation to 
Governor Pattison. This afternoon Adjutant 
General Greenland left for Pittsburg and 
will have a conference with Sheriff McCleary 
in the morning. He will keep the governor 
advised as to future developments. 


EXCITEMENT AT THE WORKS 


Caused by the Distribution of Anarchistic 
Literature. 

Homestead. Pa., July 7.—Nothing occurred 
{o disturb: the peace or quiet until about 9 
o'clock tenight when the men were aroused 
to indignation by the efforts of some men to 
eirculate anarchistic cireulats. The men de- 
nounced the appearance of the circulars as 
gutten up for the purpose of injuring fheir 
cause and creating the belief that they were 
anarchists. As the best proof that they have 
nothing in common with anarchists or other 
persons believing in destruction, they point to 
the big mill works which stand in their midst 
naninjured after a day in which they were in 
complete command of the situation. This is 
the best evidence possible of their pacific In- 
tentions and they say that they will at once 
stop all movements of anarchists. Who the 
men are that started the paper is unknown, 
but the men are in no humor to stand injurious 
work on the part of intermeddlers, 

The four men who were believed to have 
been guilty of distributing these circulars 
were caught. Two of them were promptly put 
in the lockup, and to avert any possible dan- 
ger from the workmen, the four men suspected 
were promptly placed aboard a train and sent 
out of town with directions to stay out. The 
erent was the only thing that caused the least 
excitement up to 11 o'clock.

As soun as 
this was done Maryland realensed, North 
Carolina followed by ceding, Tennessee and 
rgia followed with her great cession in 
1820. Virginia, North and South Carolina 
and Georgia have given away what nations 
never gave away before. In such gifts as 
these state lines were lost.

Strange to say, 
when ‘the title deeds were signed they bore 
the signature of Andrew Johnson, of Ten- 
nessee.

Miss Mollie Pierce, of Dyersburg, Tenn., 
who was to have read a. paper on the 
‘Tendencies of Primary Education” was 
unavoidably detained: at home. Miss Jes- 
sie Synder, of Columbus, Ga., was then in- 
troduced and spoke impromptu, but with no 
lack of ready words, upon the subject of 
‘The Influence of the inllarsarten upon 
Primary Education.” 

Everybody was impressed with her 
views, and throughout her interesting talk 
she received the undivided attention of the 
audience. It was her custom, said she, to 
discuss each week .with the children an 
important object, and exhaust it thoroughly. 
She would take, for example, an apple, and 
ask the question what do your hands tell 
you about it? Itisround,or hard or soft, as 
the case may be, and many new ideas are 
brought to the child’s mind. Then she 
would ask the question what do your eyes 
tell you about the apple? How does the 
apple grow? and other questions, giving to 
the child a complete, thoug sitmple, 
knowledge of the apple. She would fhen, 
in the same manner, discuss sugar, light, 
animals, trees and other objects. She made 
them rely as much as possible upon their 
own resources, and she frequently gave 
them questions to reason out for th : 
selves, or with the assistance of their 
parents. The co-operation of parents was 
a great advantage to a teacher, and every 
teacher should make the acquaintance of 
the parents, so that, so far as possible 
they might act in harmony. She then rea 
a few compositions and other exercises, 
showing the result of her methods in the 
progress made by her pupils. 

After the interesting talk of Miss Synder, 
the president announced that any one who 
desired to speak ht have the privileges 
of the floor. Miss tie Stout, of Texas, 
was the first to respond to the invitation, 
and gave it as her opinion that there was 
too much “Parkerism” among the teachers, 
and not enough self-reliance. A teacher of 
the primary department should be thor- 
oughly educated, and should not be hamper- 
ed with restrictions or orders prescribing 
what she must do. She ought to be al- 
lowed to act for herself, and to choose and 
study her own methods. The individuality 
of the child should ‘be preserved. The re- 
marks of Miss Stout were received with ap- 
plause, and quite an interesting discussion 
followed. Several gave their views and ex- 
changed their ideas.in regard to the 
methods and practice of training the young 
mind, and teaching’ the infant idea how to 
shoot. ?

He was a poet 
by descent. but his environment hampered 
him. He. wrote only one long poem: “A Vis- 
ion of Poesy,’”’ but that is a signal failure.

The most noticeale qualities of Timrod’s 
poetry are may oe A purity, humor, playful- 
ness of fancy, beau ay of form and absence of 
flowery language. e is not a great poet, but 
a poet of purple patches. He has much com- 
monplaceness of expression, but some of his 
shorter poems approach almost to perfection 
of form and sentiment. He deserves a fuller 
recognition and a more secure fame.

Judge Ganby’s Address. 


Judge A. A. Gunby, of Munroe, La., 
delivered a masterly address on “Negro 
Education, Its Necessities . and Limita- 


tions.” . 

The speaker treated his subject under 
three eral heads: 

1. t the south has done for negro 
education. 

2. What the south ought to do for ne 
gro education. 

3. What the south will do for negro edu- 
cation. 

Under the first head Judge Gunby stated 
that in round numbers every state in the 
south during the last twenty years has ap- 

ropriated and spent millions of dollars 
or negro education. In all these states 
the whites own nineteen-twentieths of the 
property and pay nineteertwentieths of 
the taxes. ©The negroes pay less than one 
twentieth of the taxes. Yet the 
school funds are impartially 
tributed between the races ac- 
cording to the enroliment of children of 
school age. The whites of the south have 
freely and promptly paid taxes to help edu- 
cate the negro children. 

Under the second head the speaker said 
that he believed the: south should educate 
the negro at the public a poor because 
it makes of him a more useful and valuable 
citizen. To educate the negro is to decrease 
crime. The best educated negroes are the 
most ‘aw-abiding, the most respectable and 
respectful, because they perceive and wn- 
derstand the true conditions under which 
they live. The negro burglars and other 
negro criminals are without exception most 
densely ignorant. The ciass of young ne- 
g-oes who are growing up and are expected 
to be so dangerous in the future can only 
be saved from a cruel fate by constant 
and close teaching in the public schools. 
These scholars should be taught lessons of 
morality, of truth, virtue, honor and hon- 
esty. They should be taught that their 
best and only real friends are the white pe> 
ple of the south and that they should trust 
the southern whites above all others. - 
ucation does not make the negro thriftless 
and worthless. Educated labor is skilled 
labor. Skilled labor is money-making la- 
bor. That is as true of the negro as it 
is of the white man. To educate the negro 
means more money for the south, and it 
is the duty of the south te educate the 


negro. 

This the south will do for the negro. It 
will help him to a better estate morally, s0- 
cially and financially. It will make o him a 
tetter citizen. The white peovis of the 
south will do their full Christian duty 
toward the inferior race and spend its mon- 
ey frecly in elevating that race to a higher 
plane.

As for government ownership of the 
telegraph, that seems to be less obnox- 
lous. At any rate it is a matter that 
Suggests discussion; it is not to be dis- 
missed too lightly nor accepted too read- 
ily. The telegraph seems to be the nat- 
ural and inevitable supplement of the 
mail service; yet it is to be borne in 
mind that the government does not own 
and has never owned the mail facilities 
which it employs. It pays for the service 
which it requires, and that is an end of 
the matter. Yet we readily admit that 
the telegraph, as a part of the mail ser- 
vice, stands on a different footing from 
that of the railroads. Whether it should 
be taken charge of by the government for 
that purpose or not is a question that 
opens up an interesting subject of dis- 
cussion. 

But, so far as the real reforms demand- 
ed by the people are concerned, the dem- 
ocratic party is committed to them, and 
for that reason it is the true people's 
party. It is true there have been higgling 
and hedging in regard to the free coinage 
issue. lit is not necessary to discuss the 
wisdom or the unwisdom of this. It is 
sufficient to say that every intelligent 
voter in the country knows that the 
democratic party is overwhelmingly in 
favor of the free coinage of silver. But 
this is a reform not to be brought about 
in a day or in a year. The crime of 
demonetization has behind it the strongest 
and most unscrupulous cabal this coun- 
try has even seen. Those who are inter- 
ested in increasing the value of gold have 
made common cause with the monopolists 
and capitalists who hang on the edge of 
politics. They wield a powerful infiu- 
ence; they are intrenched in the financial 
centers. But if silver is ever remonetized 
and restored to its old place in our cur- 
rency the result will be due to the efforts 
of the democratic party. 

The farmers of Georgia and of the south 
who propose to cast their fortunes. with 
the third party, do not have the excuse of 
blindness. The democratic party here is 
what they have made it, or what they 
neglected to make it. They need not de- 
ceive themselves about results. Every 
vote they give to the new party is, in 
effect, a vote against the democratic party 
—a vote against their own dearest inter- 
ests—a vote against the very reforms 
which they déclare themselves to be in 
favor of. 

The democratic party is the true party 
of the people, and through that party 
only can the reforms which the people 
demand be carried out. Through that 
party alone can the people of the south 
hope to escape the results of force bill 
legislation which will consign their state 
governments to the control of the ne- 
groes.

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The Assassins of Captain A, C. Sloane 
Under Arrest 


ONE OF THEM CONFESSES IN FULL, 


While the Other Two Stoutly Declare 
That They Are Guiltless—Detectives 
Green, Looney and Cason’s W ork. 


The dark mystery surrounding the mid- 
night assassination of Captain A. C. Sloane, 
of McDonough, has been cleared away. 

For a time, the fiendish crime seemed 
hopelessly involved in mystery, dark, un- 
solvable—complete. Only the most untiring 
work of the officers brcught the facts to 
light. 

"Three ‘men—all negroes, living in and 
near McDonough, have beeen arrested, 
charged with the commission of the mur- 
der. 
One of the prisoners has confessed being 
present when the murder was committed, 
but declares he took no hand in it. The 
other two firmly assert their innocence, but 
they are held on the confession of their 
comrade. 

Story of the Murder. 


On Sunday night, May 23d last, just as 
Captain A. C. Sloane, eighty-two years old, 
highly respectable and well-to-do, was pre- 
paring to retire, there was a noise at his 
bedroom window. 

Captain Sloane looked up, and the next 
instant there was the sharp report of a 
pistol, and a bullet crashed into his left 
side. Captain Sloane dropped ro the floor, 
unconscious. 

Mrs. Sloane had already retired, and at 
the sound of the pistol report sprang up. 
A second report followed quickly, and Mrs. 
Sloane dropped with a bullet in her side. 

The ‘murderers, frightened at the noise 
they had created, and at the sight of their 
victims, fled from the spot and left the 
place, leaving no clue as to their identity. 

Captain Sloane’s home is in the northern 
suburb of McDonough, and there are no 
residences close by. The sound of the pistol 
shots aroused the neighbors, however, 
and quickly the alarm was spread. 
The ,old gentleman was found in 
a dying condition, and Mrs. Sloane 
was unconscious. Neither could speak, and 
the terrible affair was covered with deepest 
mystery. The neighbors made a thorough 
search for eome sign of the murderous 
visitors, but none could be found. Two 
days later Captain Sloane died, with the 
secret, if he knew it, of the murder untold. 

When Mrs. Sloane recovered conscious- 
ness, four days later, she could tell nothing. 
And to catch the guilty parties seemed a 
hopeless task. 

A Clue Found. 


Sheriff Newt Glass, of Henry county, one 
of the best officers in Georgia, began work 
on the case, hopeless as it appeared. 

Through his hard work a reward of $1,- 
000 was-offered for the capture of the mur- 
derer. ‘This induced several detectives to 
take hold of the case. Among these was 
Mr.. Alex Gimble, a shrewd detective. 
Through his work Jim Schaefer, a negro 
working on Mr. Cohen’s farm, near McDon- 
ough, was arrested three weeks ago and 
landed in the McDonough jail. A full ac- 
count of the detective’s work and the are 
rest of Schaefer wns published in The Con- 
stitution at the time. Schaefer was put 
in jail, but the evidence secured agaiust 
him was not strong enough to convict him. 
Sheriff Newt Glass continued to work on 
the case and picked up a thread which 
he thought implicated others. 


Lhe Atianta Detectives. 


With his slight clue to work upon Mr, 
Glass came to Atlanta and sought the as- 
sistance of the city detectives in unraveling 
the tangled mesh of circumstances. He 
related what he knew to Chief Detective 
Wright, and the latter assigned Detectives 
Joe Green, Dave Looney and Kd Cason 
to follow the mystery. 

The case was in such shape that it took 
hard work to bring it to a head, but the 
detectives worked industriously. They be- 
gan last Iriday and Saturday afternoon 
arrested a negro preacher named Ben Biv- 
ins. © Bivins is a negro carpenter, who 
works here in the city, but whose family 
lives in McDonough. MHe is not a regular 
preacher, and is not pastor of a negro 
church in McDonough as has been stated. 
The preacher was locked up and the mat- 
ter was kept quiet, as the detectives de- 
sired to complete their investigations be- 
fore making it public. 

Wednesday Detective Joe Green went to 
McDonough with Sheriff Newt Glass, and 
the two officers arrested a vagabond meagre 
named Henry Harrison, who lived twelve 
miles below that town. According to the 
clue the detectives were following Harri- 
son was implicated with Schaefer and Biv- 
ins in the murder. Detective Green and 
Mr. Glass brought their prisoner to Atlanta 
that night. e, with the other two ne 
groes, was carried to Captain Wright's 
oftice and questioned and cross-questioned 
by the officers, but not a word would they 
reveal about che dastardly murder. Yes- 
terday the negroes were again carried to 
the chief’s office and the questioning re- 
sumed. Detectives Looney, Green, Cason 
and Captain Wright all plied them with 

uestions, but to no purpose. 

; All stoutly maintaiaed their innocence, 
The Preacher Confesses. 


The detectives did not give up in despair, 
however. They continued their question- 
ing and it resulted in something about 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. At that time 
they were all in the chief's room ng 
over the matter, when Bivins, the preacher, 
broke down and began crying. 

“I'll tell all about it,” he said, in a 
broken voice. “I was there when Cap’n 
Sloane was killed, an’ I’ve jes’ got ter tell 
about it.”

An Unhappy Union. 

Two years ago Leo Hamburger married 
pretty Lena Cole, the daughter of Mr. F. G. 
Cole, of Attleboro, Mass., a jewelry dealer. 
Mr. Cole is a wealthy gentleman, and his con- 
nections are of as good people as there are 
in the state. A brother-in-law of his is a 
congressman from New Jersey. 

Leo Hamburger is a clever young man. He 
talks glibly, and can move in any circle. He 
won the band of pretty Lena Cole and the two 
were married. Just before last Christmas 
the couple came to Augusta to live. Ham- 
burger was at that time engaged in trav- 
eling, selling jewelry on his own account. 
They engaged board with Mrs. Bernice Cole- 
man. Last March Hamburger left on a trip. 
At Asheville, N. C., he was taken sick, and 
telegaphed to his wife to come to him. The 
reply came back from.the telegraph office 
that Mrs. Coleman’s home was closed up and 
the occupants gone. 

When he recovered Hamburger returned to 
Augusta and learned that his wife had joined 
a theatrical troupe which had been organ- 
ized by Mrs. Coleman. The company was 
playing the smaller towns in the state and 
Hamburger followed it to Norwood, Ga.

In connection with the Chicago convention a 
good story is told on Mr. Charles P. Weaver, 
president of the Bandanna Club. Its truth is 
not only vouched for by several veracious 
Louisville gentlemen, but is also admitted by 
tae victim himself. 

Placed upon the counter of the Auditorium 
hotel bar was a savage looking tiger which 
the Tammany cont’ngent had borrowed trom 
a well-known Louisville liquor dealer who was 
in Chicago at the time. Into this seductive 
retreat strolled Mr. Weaver with a fair follow- 
ing. The sight of that tiger acted upon him 
as the flaunting of a red flag before a ferocious 
bull. ‘Taking off his Cleveland badge, Mr. 
Weaver boldly and audaciously shook it under 
the mse ef the liute, saying: “Oh, yer, you 
old sport, you old rascal, this is the thing with 
which we will pull scane of those fine teeth in 
November.”’ 

Just at this critical moment the bartender 
reached behind lim. ostensibly for a glare, 
and in so doing , ulled a string connected with 
cunningly devised machinery concealed within 
the Tammany emblem. Kealistic as life the 
jaws of the beast opened wider and the eyes 
seemed to glare more fiendishly.

From an Associated Press Dispatch. 
In a speech during one of the delays in 


the convention Ignatius Donnelly said; 


Friends—I am of the opinion that bodies 


‘wee? this are intended rather for action than 


for speeches. I hate to 


trespass upon your 
‘time and attention save at the request of the 


executive committee. They assure me that 
pending the report of the committees nothin 
will ce he, mag and io A are so pan tab wd _— 
a me may a good su e for 
nothion. (Laughter.) That being the case, 
I will trespass on your attention a few min- 
utes. I do not mean to indulge in any words 
of idle compliments—for the dignity of the 
occasion forbids it—when I say that no greater 
of men has ever assembled mn this 
continent than those who sit here today since 
those men met who formulated the immortal 
declaration of independence. 
It is In many respects the most astonishing 
gathering this country has ever seen--a con- 
vention without a single tool or instrument of 


monopoly in its midst, a convention whose 
every man has paid the exyenses of his jour- 
ney hither and his return, or which have be 
paid by a man as poor as himself. (Cheers.) 
There is not in this gathering a single presi- 
dent of a railroad company (cheers), there is 
not a single representative of any army of 
rings which are robbing and sucking the life- 
blood out of this American people. (Cheers.) 
I cannot help but think of the astounding 
presents to the conven- 


and Chicago. One little point emphasized 
the difference, and should be sufficient in it- 
self to show the American people who are its 
friends. There are in this convention delegates 
from the distant state of California, and they 
could not obtain the same railroad concess- 
ions that are granted to the national conven- 
tions.

A nation without a millionaire and 
without a pauper. (Loud cheers.) One hun- 
dred and sixteen years of national life under 
the management of the two great parties has 
given us, according to the different estimates, 
from eight thousand to thirty thousand mil- 
lionatres and one and one-half million tramps, 
while the whole land is blistered with mort- 
gages and the whole people are steeped to the 
ips in poverty. y friends, every great 
fight that was ever made in the past for right 
and liberty eulminates in this present gather- 
ing. Every battlefield of the past fought to 
make men more free, more happy and more 
prosperous has shed the fruits of victory upon 
this great assemblage. (Cheers.)
